Tnat when such 
grading shall have been done there shall be 
laid thereon a bed of sand and gravel, (bauk 
run! four inches in thickness.

sidewalks are ordered to be constructed of 
the whole of the cost of making such side- 
walssin front of sucb lota, blocks, tracts or 
parcels of land, according to frontage, and 
the construction ot said sidewalks ehull be 
under the supervision of tlie committee on 
sidewalks and crossings of the City Council. 
Section* —That chapter twenty-three (23) 
of the revised ordinances of the City of Ue-
